The Democrat regrets exceedingly to an­ 
nounce a general increase in its subscription 
rates, effective february 1st. 
We had hoped and believed, that we could 
continue to publish and distribute the various 
issues of The Democrat at the prices now being 
charged, but find that the ‘‘high cost of pro­ 
duction” is stronger and is lasting longer than 
we had presumed it possible. 
Time was, and not so long ago, we bought 
“news print,” white paper, such as we use, at 
$38.00 per ton—today the same product is sell­ 
ing for $175.00. 
At the time we were paying $38.00 for 
paper, our pay roll was running about $1250.00 
per month, last month we distributed in wages 
over $2600.00, and so it is with the other ex­ 
penses that enter into the operation of a news­ 
paper plant. 
Except for the fact that the people of this 
community have been exceedingly liberal with 
their patronage we could not so long have 
adhered to the prices we have been receiving. 
We know of no other daily paper that has 
not within the last year or tw7o increased its 
subscription rates, many of them materially 
more than we propose doing.

FOURTEEN OF A 
LAKE STEAMER 
STILL MAROONED 


Chicago, 
Jan. 
24.—Fourteen of 
the lake steamer, Sidney O. Neff, 
tonight were still aboard the ship, 
which has been frozen in ice floes, 
six miles off Chicago harbor since 
Monday. They received 250 pounds 
of meat and supplies 
of 
tobacco, 
and other provisions through two 
relief expeditions today and plann­ 
ed to remain on the boat until it is 
released from the ice. 
One 
relief 
expedition 
brought 
back word that the boat is in no 
immediate danger and that the men 
still aboard could make their way to 
land over theice if danger threat­ 
ened. Relief went to the imprisoned 
crew' today by airplane and an ex­ 
pedition sent across the ice from 
Chicago coast guard station. 
The 
airplane piloted by Captain G. S. 
Skinning dropped 
200 
pounds of 
cooked meat, canned milk and fresh 
bread on the ice a mile from the 
ship, where it w'as retrieved by the 
crew'.

gent of American troops in France,

Although they suffered from cold 
while the leaking Powhatan was 
tossed about on a raging, storm- 
swept sea, far off the Nova Scotia 
coast, 
the 
passengers 
bore 
their discomfort without complaint 
and w'ere rather inclined to treat 
it as a lark. Mrs. John A. Worden 
of McKinney, Tex., wife of a lieu­ 
tenant colonel who is attached to 
the American legation in Paris, 
who was suffering from a light at- 
tacbk of pneumonia, wras the only 
one ill. 
The transfer of the passengers, 
including eleven women and eight 
children, w'as made without inci­ 
dent or accident late Thursday. The 
perilous task was begun at 7 p. rn. 
and was finished three and a half 
hours later. 
Advantage w'as taken 
of the first calm sea after the ves­ 
sel sprang a leak last Sunday. 
The civilians 
on the 
disabled 
transport were praised for their 
calmness and courage by the army 
officers who were their'fellow pas­ 
sengers. The pluck of the women 
was praised especially. 
When 
it was 
found 
that the 
pumps of the Powhatan could not 
keep down the water which was 
flowing into the ship, the passen­ 
gers were not kept in ignorance. 
Captain Randall called them to­ 
gether before dawn Sunday morn­ 
ing and explained that something 
had gone wrong within the ejector, 
which sends ashes 
and 
cinders 
from the engine room into the sea. 
He assured the men and women 
gathered about him that there was 
no danger, and they took him at 
his word. 
There was no sign of 
panic then or afterward. 
When the water 
rose 
until it 
flooded the engines, putting out the 
fires and leaving the ship without 
heat or light, with a tempest rag­ 
ing, the passengers took their dis­ 
comforts philosophically.

Washington, Jan. 24.—The com­ 
munist party of America was held 
by Secretary of Labor Wilson to­ 
day to he “a revolutionary party,” 
within the meaning of the statutes 
providing for deportation of aliens 
who affiliate with such organiza­ 
tions. 
In the case of Engleliert 
Preis, an Austrian arrested in re­ 
cent raids, execution of a deporta­ 
tion warrant was ordered by Mr. 
Wilson, paving the way for depor­ 
tation of many aliens now in cus­ 
tody and against 
whom 
similar 
charges have been brought. 
The ruling was made--in an opin­ 
ion iii which documents relating lo 
the communist p a rty are discussed 
The secretary said that “the only 
conclusion is that the communist 
party of America is an organization 
that believes in. teaches and advo­ 
cates the overhtrow by force. .«r vi­ 
olence, of the government of the 
United States.” 
“Aliens who are members of, or 
affiliated 
with 
any 
organization 
that entertains a belief in, teaches, 
or advocates 
the 
overthrow 
by 
force, or violence of the govern­ 
ment of the United States,” the re­ 
port says, “shall, upon the warrant 
of the secretary of labor, be taken 
into custody 
and deported 
in a 
manner provided in the immigra­ 
tion act of February 5 of 1917.” 
“It will be observed that belief 
in, teaching, or advocating the ov­ 
erthrow' of the government is not 
alone sufficient to bring any organi­ 
zation within the scope of the act.

Americanization of the footwear of 
the Balkans within a few years 
I may be one of the unexpected re- 
j suits of the war. 
Th£ Serbian 
sandal or opanchi. of soft pliable 
leather was abandoned when Ser­ 
bia was compelled to call upon 
the Allies for equipment, for only 
the stiff shoe, to which western 
European and 
American 
armies 
were accustomed, was 
available. 
Now. after having been habituated 
to the modern shoe, the Serbian 
I soldier upon demobilization finds 
I t difficult to return to the priml- 
I tive sandal. 
Supplies of old shoes gathered in 
America which were 
distributed 
! recently bv the American 
Red 
j c ross were snatched up by the 
peasants with avidity. 
American 
business already has begun to ex­ 
ploit this new source of demand 
so that a few' more years probably 
will see the Balkan peasant wear­ 
ing American shoes. 
The w’ar has dealt the venerable 
headgear of the Montenegrin, 
a 
telling blow'. 
More than (JOO years ago, in 1839 
those Serbs who were driven 
to 
take refuge from the Turk in the 
mountains of Montenegro after the 
overthrow’ of the Serbian Empire 
at the Battle of Kossovo, adopted 
a cap which was intended to keep 
fresh in their minds forever 
a 
national consciousness. 
The cap 
still worn to this day is brimless 
and bordered by a black band of 
mourning. 
The crown is a crim­ 
son red for the blood which w*as 
shed in the battle and embroidered 
about the edge are six gold-thread­ 
ed circles for the six centuries 
which have elapsed since 1389. 
Some now have discarded the 
cap for, now that Montenegro and 
fhe Serbs have come into the glory 
which was their’s before Kossovo. 
there seems to many of them to be 
no reason for the perpetuation of 
the sentiment which the cap wras 
calculated to keep alive through 
the period of adversity of the na­ 
tion.

ITS PICTURESQUENESS 


Amsterdam, Jan. 24.—Holland is 
slowly but surely losing the one 
characteristic of its landscape made 
famous iii art and known to every 
schoolboy—the squat. 
fat, 
lazy 
looking windmills that for 
cen­ 
turies have stood out all over the 
country’s flat surface. 
These quaint structures are grad­ 
ually giving Wray to highly practi­ 
cal but ugly steam and electric 
plants. 
Dutch technical men say 
the windmill is doomed. 
Now’ and then, a large group of 
them is replaced by one electric 
plant, and, in the course of each 
year, a number are destroyed by 
Pre—presenting 
a 
spectacular 
blaze with the big burning wings 
wheeling around like fiery arms. 
They are never reconstructed. 
The existing type of Dutch wind­ 
mill was invented about the year 
1400. 
The great disadvantage of 
the windmill, of course, is its ab­ 
solute dependence on weather con­ 
ditions. 
For this reason, they are 
being replaced, w'hen possible, by 
modern machinery. 
The Dutch windmill, 
how’ever 
much it may look in pictures to 
be a toy, is far from that. 
It is a 
sturdy structure, as big as a good 
size house, and the machinery in 
side is extremely powerful. 
Naturally, a great many of them 
remain, but the number becomes 
less year by year, and, so far 
as can be ascertained, the erection 
of a new' one is seldom under­ 
taken.
